Then he went 
to Pittsburgh as business manager 
of the Post and Sun and two 
years later accepted the same po-. 
sitkra with the New York Evening 
Post. 


He moved to Washington, D. C., 


to become general manager of 
the Consolidated Press Associa- 
tion and seven years later re- 
turned to New York, first as gen- 
eral manager of the Gannet news- 
papers and later as publisher of 
ttie Brooklyn Eagle. 


Early in the 1940's he served 


for a short time as a member of 
the news staff of The Gettysburg 
Times and in 1946 moved back to 
Washington, D. C., where he had 
resided since that time.

Rainfall Shortage For Year 
10 Inches; Drought Builds It 
Up To 26 Inches In Decade 


1963 will not likely be the driest 


year Adams County has experi- 
enced but it will be one in which 
the drought hurt more than in 
most other dry years. 


So far this year is almost 


10 inches short of rain and what 
makes the shortage hurt so much 
as far as water supplies and 
growing crops are" concerned are 
these other facts: 


Last year was short almost 


five inches on rainfall. 


The year before that was 


short almost two inches of 
rain. 


In the last decade seven 


years have had below normal 
rainfall and only three sur- 
pluses. 


In the last 10 years, from 


1953 to 1962 inclusive, the net 
rainfall shortage was almost 
16 inches. 
That ie-hich shortage added to 


the 10-inch shortage to date in 
1963 helps to explain why water

than an inch short of normal rain- 
fall and, if it ends with below nor- 
mal rain, it will be the seventh 
month in the first nine of this 
year that recorded shortages. 
Only March and June received a 
surplus and tihe excess in June 
was two hundretdhs of an inch. 


Normal rainfall for September 


is 3.35 indies. The month is more 
than half gone and. rainfall up to 
today totals 31 hundredths of an 
inch. 


Rainfall so far this year totals 


just over 21 inches which makes 
it likely that the all-time low in 
1930 
will be exceeded this year. 


Rainfall so far in 1963 amounts to 
about normal rainfall for six 
months but nearly nine months 
have passed. 


In the last decade only 1960, 


1959 
and 1956 have had more 


than normal amounts of rain, Get- 
tysburg Times weather records 
show.

Rainfall Shortage For Year NEW SCHOOL 
0 Inches; Drought Builds It 
JpTo26 Inches In Decade 


1963 will not likely be the driest 
year Adams County has experi­ 
enced but it will be one in which 
the drought hurt more than in 
most other dry years. 
So far this year is almost 
IO inches short of rain and what 
makes the shortage hurt so much 
as far as water supplies and 
growing crops are concerned are 
these other facts: 
Last year was short almost 
five inches on rainfall. 
The year before that was 
short almost two indies of 
rain. 
In the last decade seven 
years have had below normal 
rainfall and only three sur­ 
pluses. 
In the last IO years, from 
1953 to 1962 inclusive, the net 
rainfall shortage was almost 
16 inches. 
That 16-inch shortage added to 
the 10-inch shortage to date in 
1963 helps to explain why water

The hurricane’s 80-mile-an-hour 
punch moved in between Galves­ 
ton and Port Arthur. 
About 12,010 persons fled ahead 
of the winds and abnormal tides, 
most of them leaving Louisiana’s 
Cameron Parish where more than 
500 died in hurricane Audrey in 
1957. 
Texas coastal residents general­ 
ly remained calm. Only those liv 
ing on very low ground fled their 
homes. 
5-FOOT T ID ES 
Tides at Port Arthur were ex­ 
pected to go no higher than 5 
feet above normal after earlier 
forecasts of 8 feet. Even at 5 
feet, some ground is subject to 
flooding in this low area. 
Galveston's tides reached 5 to 8 
feet above normal. But the major 


portion of the flooding came from 
heavy rain rather than tides. 
The Red Cross counted 1,078 
persons it had placed in 13 shel­ 
ters in Galveston County.

Sixty-two hundred and fifty Bal 
timore negroes visited Gettys 
burg on their annual September 
excursion and literally over-ran 
the town and portions of the bat 
flefield which tftey visited. Eighi 
special trains arrived here al 
9:30 
a.m. and emptied over six 


hundred on Carlisle Street. The 
customary concourse of automo- 
biles and vehicles was on ham

the Baltimoreans

to the Battlefield. Not all went to 
Little Round Top as they did in 
former years, however, for the 
attractions of the Springs Hotel 
had been called to their attention 
and many teams took hundreds 
of the colored people west of town 
for a day of enjoyment.

Negro Pupils 
Begin School 
After4 Years

FARMVILLE. Va. (AP) - Ne­ 
gro children returned to school in 
Prince Edward County Monday, 
ending a four-year educational 
drought. 
Hundreds of children—ages 6 to 
18—arrived at the Mary Branch 
Elementary School No. 2 to be 
sent on to the other three schools 
open today. There was no im­ 
mediate estimate of enrollment, 
but between I 200 and 1,600 pupils 
are expected to be in class by 
the end of the week. 
The children are attending a 
system of free private schools set 
up only a month ago at the urging 
of President Kennedy. 
NO FORMAL GRADES 
The four free schools will not 
have any formal grades at first 
and children will be assigned by 
age groups. They will be allowed 
to 
seek 
their 
own 
levels 
as 
classes progress. 
Some pupil* as old as IO years 
have never attended school. Most 
of those who have been to school 
before have been 
without any 
formal education since 1959. 
At least two white children and 
possibly a third white child joined 
the Negroes in the free schools 
Monday. 
White children in Prince Ed- 
ward attend private segregated 
schools organized when county of­ 
ficials closed the public schools in 
1969 to avoid integration. Unlike 
those in the free schools, they 
must pay tuition.

In reply to Bertha W. Myers’ 
letter in which she disagreed with 
the 
Supreme 
Court’s 
decision 
banning Bible reading and the 
recitation of the Lord’s Prayer 
in public schools: This decision 
does not prohibit religious observ­ 
ance in the church or in the 
home. Nor does it imply that 
one atheistic woman caused the 
Court’s decision: On the contrary, 
the verdict came about through 
mutual consent of thousands ot 
religious leaders of all faiths. 
More than this, religious cere­ 
monies in public schools clearly 
violate the First Amendment to 
the Constitution which plainly 
states the separation of Church 
and State. After all, religious 
people came to this great country 
seeking an end to religious perse­ 
cution, not a renewal of it. This 
religious intolerance is witnessed 
in our secular education today 
where a minority's rights are not 
acknowledged. 
The Supreme Court’s decision 
should present a challenge to 
religion, not something to hinder 
it. All that the verdict rendered 
by the Supreme Court implies is 
t h a t religious observance in 
America should be confined to 
the church and home.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


A. Willis Robertson, D-Va., said 
Monday that ratification af 
the 


limited nuclear test ban treaty 
could confront the United States 
with "terrifying blackmail" by 
Russia. 


Robertson, in a prepared Senate 


speech, said that he would "vio- 
late the dictates of my con- 
science" to support the pact. 


On the other side of the debate, 


Sen. John Sparkman, D-Ala., de- 
clared that "if this treaty doesn't 
work, then a future nuclear war 
will in all probability 'solve' our 
problems." 
OTHER SUPPORTS 


Support for the treaty also 


came from Sens. Maurine Neu- 
berger, D-Ore, and George Mc- 
Govern, D-S S. 


Robertson said he believes that 


as a result of the treaty "the So- 
viet Union will first gain equality 
with us in atomic weapons." 


"Then, he said, "if it develops 


before we do a satisfactory and 
operational antimissile millie, we 
and the free nations of the world 
will then be confronted with ter- 
rifying blackmail. 


"In my opinion, there can be 


no doubt that our leadership of 
the free world depends upon our 
recognized ability to defend it 
from Russian aggression, and we 
stand to lose that ability by rati- 
fying the rest ban treaty." 


McGovern said that as a for- 


mer combat soldier he knew of 
the necessity of a strong and alert 
national defense. 


"But I also know that there is 


more to the defense of a nation 
than the size of its nuclear stock- 
pile," he said. 
CITES MOTHERS' VOTE 


Sen. Neuberger said in a pre- 


pared speech that the "mothers' 
vote" supports the treaty and a 
curb on nuclear fallout. But she 
denied this support is based on 
either sentimentality" or a lack of 
concern for national security. 


"It is a vote that flows from 


the national concern of the any 
mother for the welfare of her 
children and her natural and 
acute sensitivity to the survival of 
future generations in recognizable 
form," she said.

The department said the report 
indicated an annual coal export 
potential by 970 of from 80 mil­ 
lion to 138 million tons, which rep­ 
resents an increase of from IOO 
to 250 per cent over 1982 coal ex­ 
ports It also indicated additional 
foreign exchange earning of from 
$.150 million to $900 million an­ 
nually.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Inter- 


ior Department has released an 
800-page research study recom- 
mending action by the coal indus- 
try and the government aimed at 
doubling coal' exports by 1970. 


The economic consulting firm of 


Robert R. Nathan Associates Inc. 
of Washington made the study in 
the Office of Coal Research under 
an $86,000 contract. It was made 
public Monday. 


The department said the report 


indicated an annual coal export 
potential by 970 of from 80 mil- 
lion to 138 million tons, which rep- 
resents an increase of from 100 
to 250 per cent over 1962 coal ex- 
ports. It also indicated additional 
foreign exchange earning of from 
$350 million to' $900 million an- 
nually.

WASHINGTON fAP>-lJS, off!- 
eials see .some grains of sunshine 
in Canada’s sale of $500 million 
worth of wheat to the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
They believe the deal—the big­ 
gest commercial wheat transac­ 
tion in history—will brighten pros­ 
pects for larger U S, wheat sales 
abroad and dramatize Communist 
farm failures. 
Under the agreement announced 
in Ottawa Monday, Canada will 
sell Russia 228 million bushels of 
wheat over the next 10*4 months. 
Part of the deal involves ship­ 
ment of $33 million of the wheat 
directly to Cuba. 
Sen. Kenneth Keating. R-N.Y , 
termed this “a shocking breach” 
of Western Hemisphere efforts to 
isolate the Castro regime and 
called for a strong U.S. protest. 
Kennedy administration sources 
Indicated, however, that Wash­ 
ington would not lodge a com­ 
plaint. They said Canada had in­ 
formed the United States of the 
agreement shortly before it was 
signed.

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) 
—The thaw in Soviet-Western re­ 
lations heartened delegates of 111 
member states convening to open 
the 18th General Assembly today 
but trouble brewed over white 
rule in Africa.

— social, spiritual and material 
— of the community and the cli­ 
entele. the resources of the insti­ 
tution in teachers, in property and 
in equipment, the resources of 
the community and the probable 
course of the development of in­ 
stitution, community and constit­ 
uency.”

At a recent meeting of the 


presidents of the six colleges par- 
ticipation in the Faculty Interna- 
tional Studies Program it was 
decided that it would be desir- 
able to extend the areas studied 
to include Islam, Africa and Ja- 
pan and to petition the Ford Foun- 
dation for - an extension of the 
grant to a five-year period. 


In order to sustain and develop 


the achievements of the Fine Arts 
Institute carried on with striking 
success in 1960-1961 under the spon- 
sorship of the Esso Foundation, 
the college has again secured a 
grant from Esso for a similar 
series of meetings, devoted to the 
Fine Arts in Oriental Culture. 
We realize more than ever that 
true humanism must embrace a 
living knowledge of the East, with- 
out which his own culture and 
civilization stands defective and 
incomplete. For the most part 
for nonhistory majors the orien- 
tal areas have remained almost 
totally unexplored. We believe 
that this institute will Taring many 
students in contact with the cul- 
tjire and civilization of the East- 
ern Hemisphere through the im- 
pact which oriental artists of high 
excellence and repute will make 
upon them. Thomas Casaletto, 
M.A., will direct the institute. 


Another grant which has enabled 


the college to augment its curric- 
ular activities as the year grant 
from the National Institutes of 
Mental Health to support our psy- 
chiatric nursing program. We 
have received word that this 


grant wiH be renewed for anoth- 
er five-year period. Through this 
grant $16,289 will be appropriated 
annually to the nursing division. 
MENTAL HEALTH PROGRAM 


During the past year, the fifth 


annual mental health program 
was held on campus on January

Construction On Mt. Campus 
To Meet Course Challenges 


Ground was broken in July on 
•ie new million dollar science 
building at Mt. St. Mary’s Col­ 
lege, Emmitsburg. 
Designed by F. Edward Tor- 
mey Jr., the exterior of the ttiree- 
Story structure will be a modi­ 
fied Georgian design with walls of 
rough-hewn variegated stone quar­ 
ried from the mountains on the 
Ool loge 
properties. 
The 
34-foot 
wide by 29-foot high buff Indiana 
limestone front entrance Is a pi­ 
lastered facade for the full height 
Of the building and is capped by 
A pediment. 
The steps at the base of the en. 
trance are of Mount Airy granite 
with wrought iron handrails and 
limestone 
and 
granite 
cheek 
walls. The large central section 
Of the building, for which the 
law rence Construction Company, 
Inc., Baltimore, is the general 
contractor, will have an expressed 
slate roof in keeping with the 
roofs of Pangbom and Sheridan 
halls nearby to the north. This 
attic area will serve as space for 
the elevator penthouse, fan room 
for the ventilating system and 
other mechanical equipment. 
USE OF CUT STONE 
The two wings adjoining the 
Central section will have flat roofs 
in keeping with the library to the 
south. All cut stone, such as wa 
ter table at the second^floor line 
cornices, paraoet coping and mul 
lions between the windows on the 
second and third floors will be 
buff Indiana limestone. All win­ 
dows will be of the wood double­ 
hung type. 
The interior walls will be paint­ 
ed cinder concrete masonry. Ceil­ 
ings will be of acoustical panels. 
There will be two stairways for 
efficient 
and 
easy 
circulation 
throughout the building. 
The first floor of the building 
Is principally for physics. A lec­ 
ture hall, seating 152, will be 
reached from this floor. There 


will be a greenhouse, room for 
small animals and a refrigerator 
room for use of the biology de­ 
partment on this level. 
The second floor will be given 
over to biology. There will also 
be three faculty research rooms 
with offices adjoining a seminar
